Na de roemryke overwinning van Carabobo, 
liet de vyand twee efdeelingen uit de vesting 
Puerto Cabello vertrekken, de eene onder bevel 
van den luitenant kolonel Ramos, en de andere 
onder den kotonel Alejos, om in de Llanos den 
geest van opstand onder de ipwoners van het 
nieuwelyks berryde grondgebied op te wakke- 
ten, En in het vervolg bestemde hy eene divisie 
vaartuigen met troepen ingescheept om dezelve 
aan de Vela van Coro te doen stappen, om daar- 
door af te wenden den aandacht ven het leger 
der verlossers, het ie niet gemakkelyk om te be- 
grypen tot waar zich de hoop des vyands opves- 
tigt, of dezelve heeft alleeniyk de comsumptie 
in Paerto Cabello willen verminderen, door 
troepen weg te zenden naar welke plaats of het 
wezen moge om eten op te zoelen, of venen 
roekeloozen dood. 

L.E. de bevryder, ten gevolge om de opera-

Cury,‚ captain De Quartel, from Loa Guayre and 
Puerto Cabello. On Wednesday she again 
weat to sea, for the purpose of returning to the 
ebave ports; and it is with much regret that we 
have now to record the unfortunate accident that 
subsequeatly befel her. About a quarter past 
eight o'clock the same evening, the Mercury 
being then neariy off the east end of the island. 
she was overtsken by the violent thunder storm 
that was experienced here, when a tremendous 
flash of lightning struck her, which instantane- 
ogly cacried away the main-mast close to tbe 
deck, shivering it at the ss me moment into se- 
veral pieces. The vessel being thus suddenly 
rendered alrnost unmanageable by the wreck of 
the main-mastantangling the other rigging, and 
the wind at the same time shifting guickty in 
every direction, she was in consequence uaa 
voidably driven towards the laod, end about 
half pest tea o'clock struck the shore on « part 
of the Fuyke plantation, where it Ìs supposed 
she will receive but little injury in her bull 
should the weather continue muderate, Ac- 
oording to the accounts received yesterday in 
town, she is represented te make but litrie wa- 
ter. ‘Three schooncra were despatched 10 her 
&ssistance on T'hursdsy morning, end with their 
gid it was expected she would be got off — 
Shortly after the lightning struck the Mercury 
she was discovered to be on fire, occarioned, it 
is supposed, by the fluid having passed into the 
interior of the vessel, and it was not until after 
great exertions that the fice was extinguiohed. 
all the powder on board having be thrown into 
the soa. We regret to have to udd to this het 
of calmmities, that three persuns were injured 
by the falling of te mast, but hopes are euter- 
tained of their speedy recovery. 

‘The schovner Three Sisters, belonging ta this 
port, which bad proceeded from hence to Puer- 
to Cabelio, returned on Saturday morning, with 
the loss of her foremast, buwsprit, aad oearly 
the whole cf her starboard buiwarks, haring 
been ruo foul of, iu the night, by the flechera 
which letely sailed from this harbour : chat ves 
vel likewise received considerable damage in 
her bows, and was vbliged to pioczed ti; Curo, 
where she has been repaired.

THE FLORIDAS. 


PROCLAMATION, 

By msjor-gen. Anprew JAKSON, goverher of 
the provinces of the Floridas, exercising the 
powers of the captain-general and of the in- 
tendant of the island of Cubs, over the said 
provinces, and of the govermors of the said 
provinces respectively. 


WuerEas, by the treaty concluded between 
the United States and Spain, on the 22d day of 
Fob. 1819, and duly ratified, the provinces of 
the Floridas were ceded by Spain to the United 
States, and the possession of the said provinces 
is now in the Uoited States: 

And whereas, the Congress of the United 
States, on the third day of March, în the pre- 
sent year, did enact, that until the end of the 
first session of the seventeenth Congress, unless 
provision for the temporary gosernment of the 
said provinces be sooner made by Congress, all 


the military, eivil and judicia! powers exercised 


by the officers of the existing government of 
the said provinces, shal! be vested io such per 
son or persons, and sball be exereised in such 
manner as the president of the United Suates 
shall direct, for the maintaining the inhabitante 
of the said territory ia the free enjoyment of 
their liberty, property and retigion, and the 
president of the United States, has by his com- 
znission bearing detethe tenth day of said March 
invested me witb all the powers, and charged 
tne wich the several duties heretofore he!d and 
exercised by the captain general intendant and 
governors aforesaid: 

Il have therefote thooght fit to issue this my 
Proclamation, making knowa tte preraises, and 
to deciare that the government heretofore ex- 
ercised over the said provinces, under the au- 
thority of Spuin, has ceased, and that that of 
the United states of America is established 
over the same ‚that all laws and municipal rege- 
Jations which were in existence at the eessa- 
tion of the late government, remain in full 
force; and all civil officers, charged with their 
execution, ezcept (hose whose powers have been 
specislìy vested in me, aod ezcept also such 
officers as have been intrusted with the collec- 
tion of the revenue, are continued in their func- 
tions, during the pleasure of the goverucr for 
the time being, or until proyisioa shall otber- 
wise be made, 

And 1 do hereby exhort and enjoin all the in 
hebitants and other persons within the said 
provinces, to be faithfal and true, in their aile. 

isoce to the United States, and obedient to the 
hiwi end authorities of the same, under fali oe 
sarence that their rights willbe under the guard. 
fansbip of the United States :and will be mein: 
taived Érom all force and violence fcom within 
and from without.

It will be very 
desirable to hars one of our vessels occasionally 
here on the coast. Captains having crews, or 
parts, of colored people, coming here are sure 
to loose them. The euthorities here say they 
Cannot compel them to return to their duty, à 
grietance 1 do not know how to remedy with 
out making some arrangements with president 
Boyer to that effect, From these and other 
Saures, we are kept in hot water continually.”

Oo the 25th Jane, at 6, p. m. coming by tbe 
Teland of Porto Rico, bound through the Mona 
Passage, was taken possession of by a Patriot 
privateer sloop, of 2 guns and 90 men —brought 
us ta anchor to the S. of Cape Rozo, and took 
ali hands on board the privateer, Ac 9. p. wm. 
permitted me to go on board tbe sch. but kept 
the mate and crew all night. In the morning 
40 of the privateersmen came on board, shifted 
the cargo, and searched every part of the sch. 
even to chests and bedding, but did not moye 
all the ballast. 

They then retarned on board the privateer, 
when Î wasagainsentfor. The [st lieut. spoke 
Eng!ish, as did most of the officers, except the 
cept. They tld methat if [ would give them u 
certificate that they had taken nothing from me, 
they would give me my papers and let me go, 
which [ did, after receiving from tiem « few 
ernall articles which they bad taken—but in- 
stead of letting me go, | wan ordered again on 
boerd, end told there was a mistake in the num- 
ber of bags, and that they would teke thern on 
deck and count them. Most of the crew then 
went on board vf she sch. and began to search 
every part—teouk all the encoa and coffee on 





deck, and examined every bau—thcy then went 
: Add ’ ! 
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to shifting the ballast—underneath which they 
found 8CO Spanish dollars, which they took 
from me. ‘Phis did not satisfy them thet there 
was no more on board, ‘They then took 3 of my 
men on board the privateer, and set oat on an 
expedition to cut out two ressels, and rob the 
iohabitantste the N.of Cape Rozo, ‘They also 
took my boat with them-—leaving only the mate 
and boy with me, with orders to luy too for 
them— which [ was obliged to comoiy with, 31 
my mea and papers were on board the priva- 
teer. 

At 9, a. m. they returned, bore up with the 
schr, and took a Spanish sloop, then hauled to 
for the privateer. At 11, Ì was ordered on 
board with my log book, when they gave me a 
severe reprimand, with hard threats, for not 
telling them I had money; when ! usked them 
for the money or a receipt, their answer was, 
“Into the boat ard be cf” While in their 
possession, they robhed me of 800 dis, small 
bower anchor, crow bar. 2 oars, two pump bolts, 
and a bucket, and detained me 42 hours—this 
is patriot treatment. The;ieft me two leagues 
1S, of the island of Zacheo, in the Mona Pas- 
sage. From what we could learn the privsteer 
‘Wes called the Altevero, commanded py Fran- 


cisco Marco, from Margaritta.

Water Spouts — Capt. Wilson, who lately 
arrived herefrom the West Indies, bas furnich 
ed us from bis jourmal wich the following ac- 
count of à very dangerous water spout. 

On the 22d of May, io lat. 26, 35, long. 69, 
50, fresh gales from S, S. W. aud squaliy ;at 4 
p. m.e heavy cloud appeared on cuc weather 
quarter about west, which approached us very 
tast; prepared the vessel for a heavy squali, 
when the rain began to descend in tocr-ots. 
All et once we saw five large Water Spouts 
forming under the cloud, upca the sea, about 


miie from each other, ut about equal distances, 
and connecting themselves with the cloud. 
The sea for a considerable space where the 
base of the spouts appeared, ezkhibited the moet 
tremendous commution—ihey eppear 
cloud ebove to be as large @s « tierce. 
time 8 number more were forming, and appear- 
ed to approsch us very fast. We now thought 
ourselves in the utmost danger, for eit our ef- 
foits to dissipate them in the usual way, were 
unevailing; but tbe wiod hauling nocth-wes- 
ter!y, end blowing fresh, we let out seme of our 
reefs, trimmed sharp by the wind, and fortunate- 
iy gained to windward of them, 'I'hey passed 
usa little eastern, so that we hed a fair view of 
them, und they presented one of the most aw. 
fully sublime scenes in nature. We had see- 
men vn board the brig who had followed the 
sen from ten to thirty years, and none of them 
had ever before witnessed so dangerous a water 
spoat, or any of such magnitude, Had we been 
thirty minutes sail estern, 1 conceive there 
would have been no possibility of escape from 
atter destraction.— The water was in continual 
agitation for fifty or sixty minutes, and 1 am 
free to confess [ never before had en adequate 
idee of the horrors of oge of these phenomeus.

Juggling to some purpose. lt is stated ins 
Loudon paper, that oue of the fruternity, aalled 
“ Indian Jugglers,” had recently returned to 
his own country, with a fortune of £10,0C0 
sterling, the earnings of his industry and skill 
in the juggling art, which he exhibited for a- 
bout ten years 1f Paris, London, Vienna, Peters 
barg, aud all the greut cities on the continent 
of Europe. To acquire «o vast a fertune, (little 
less than fifty thousand dollars) in so shot « 
period, by « profession the very name of which 
Imports êmposition, atfords ove proof among 
the many of the amazieg cr-dulity.of men, and 
the avidity with which he lays hold of every 
thing by which his curiosity is excited, especial- 
ly if itis of the marvelous kind. In the present 
Instance, however, there is perhaps, more to be 
tid in favor of gratifying this desire, than in 
most other cases of a similar nature. Ie must 
be admitted that the pesformances in question, 
sre both rational, amusing, and instructive.— 
The “ Chinese Juggler”’ may, with some pro- 
Priety, be allowed to cank smoog men of science; 
for every part of his art has an immediate refe- 
Tence loscientifc principles To possess a cor- 
rect idea of the extraurdinary talents of these 
men, it is absuiutely necessary te see them ex- 
hibit Some faint conception, however, of their 
wonderful powers may be found on perusing the 
foilowing accouut of their pe:formuness, wbich 
we have copied from an English peper :— 

„Tet, Throwing about three gilt balls in various 
directions, with amazing velocity, making them 
form circles of every denominution round the 
head, neck, legs, arms, dec. horizontal, prepen- 
dicular, eliptic, &c. which to the eye appear 
perfect rings. 

2d. Tossing up a large China basin to the 
ceiling, and catching it sideways opon the flat 
of tbe hand, then turning it upside down in va- 
IGUS Ways, making it eppear to the beholder as 
if glued to the hand. 

91, From uader the carpet on which the per- 
formers walk, and where it appears impossible 
to conceal any thing, ao immense flawerpot 
is produced, afterwards a large basin full of 
Water, and live fish sporting ia it : 
large China dish, entire'y ûiled with e5gs.

Jh. A large China bowl is thrown aloft, and 
esught in its descent, bettom downwards on tke 
point of @ small stick, where it is spun and 
tossed about with great velocity ; and, to all ap- 
pesrance, with a certainty of destruction. 

8th. Several astonishing feuts are performed 
with three large knices, which are Aung about 
with equal velecity with the balls, and canght 
in such a way as to require great steadiness of 
uerve to behuld, without spprehension for the 
safety of the performer. 

9%b. At each end of a long cord or bowatring 
isattached a large benss ball. With th‚s cord 
aad bali they pesform with the most extraor- 
dinary activity and management that can be 
conceived. He makes those balls Ay round in 
every and opposite directions, each forming « 
sepsrete and distinct circle, he himrelf ac!d- 
ing the cord in only one hand at tbe middie. 

Och. One cf the performers eatsa quantity 
of cut paper blazing on fire, which he after- 
wards apparently wich great pain, discharges 
from his mouth aad nostrils în smoke and real 
flame. He then drews from his moath at least 
one bundred yards of white ribbon, aad after- 
wards as many more yarüs of red ribbon.
